Over the years there has been many letters published in the 
BHN complaining about dog mess in the village and the 
correspondence in March's edition from an exasperated 
resident is an example. 

Whilst a letter published in the BHN allows your 
correspondents to purge their respective anger, the reality is 
that the problem will continue until legislation and funding 
arrangements are changed. The truth of the matter is that 
picking up dog mess is particularly unpleasant and nobody, 
including dog owners really want to do it. The owners who 
pick up do so a as matter of social and community 
responsibility. However another section of the dog owning 
population have no intention of picking up and frankly no 
amount of pleas in the BHN will alter their behaviour. The 
Local Authority is ineffective in dealing with the problem. 
Whilst the Authority no doubt views dog fouling owners as 
anti-social pests similar to those who drop litter, funds are 
tight and understandably need to be directed to what is 
perceived to be greater priorities. 

So what is to be done? 

In my view legislation should be introduced to register, chip 
and licence all dogs. Additionally, owners would need to 
renew their licence annually. The initial registration and 
chipping fee along with the annual renewal fee would be set 
at a level to enable sufficient dog wardens to be employed. 
Regrettably prosecution is the only viable option that dog 
fouling owners really understand. Utilising today's 
technology, dog faeces can be matched via the chip to the 
owners and prosecutions and stiff penalties can follow. Until 
tougher legislation is forthcoming, letters from your 
frustrated correspondents will no doubt continue.

NOT SURE - DON'T OPEN THE DOOR 
Although many people who call at your home will be 
genuine there are incidents when people pretend to be 
from a water company or another organisation, just so they 
can enter your home under false pretences and steal 
money or valuables. 

Often termed 'bogus callers' perpetrators are highly 
organised, work alone or in pairs, and operate under a 
number of guises such as utility company staff (water, gas, 
electricity, etc), builders and gardeners, door to door sales 
people, and even council staff or police officers. 

Somebody at the door? 

Ask yourself 

• Am I expecting anyone? 

• Are my doors and windows secure 

Always check back doors and windows are secure and 
locked, before you go to answer the front door. 

Ask them 

• What are you here for? 

• Can I see your I.D. please? 

• Do you have any paperwork relating to your call? 

Always use a spy hole or look through a side window to 
check who is there. 

Chain 

If you decide to open the door, put your door-chain or door- 
bar on first and keep it on while you talk to the person on 
the doorstep. 

In cases where an offender failed to gain entry to a 
potential victim's home, this was due to the occupant using 
their door-chain / spy-hole or quickly shutting the door. 

Not sure? 

• Ring the company they claim to be from independently. 
Never ring the number they give you, look it up in the 
Phonebook or ring directory enquiries. 

• You can ask them to wait outside while you contact a 
friend or neighbour to join you and supervise the visit. 

• If you are not sure they are legitimate or feel suspicious, 
don't let them in, and call the police. 

Protect your home 

• Never leave a door or window insecure because you are 
expecting a friend or carer to arrive. 

• If you have a shared entrance never buzz open the door 
for strangers or hold the door open for someone who 
arrives as you leave the building. 

Legitimate callers 

Genuine callers will carry ID and relevant paperwork. Most 
will wait patiently and be willing to answer any questions 
about their visit. It is good practice among many 
organisations to call ahead and make an appointment 
beforehand rather than turn up on your doorstep 
unannounced. 

When to call the Police 

• If you are suspicious or feel that the caller may be bogus. 

• If someone forces entry or enters your home without 
permission. 

• You notice valuables or money missing shortly after 
someone has visited. 

• Whenever you think a crime has been, or is about to be 
committed.

- HEIDI ALLEN MP - 
Apparently Spring is here, so I hope you have been able to 
enjoy the few days of sunny weather that made an 
appearance in between the showers! 

Last month saw the consultation on the proposed closure 
of Cambridge Magistrates' Court come to an end. The 
proposal would see non-custodial work transferred to 
Cambridge County Court and custodial work transferred to 
either Huntingdon, Peterborough or, in some cases, 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

I have been concerned about the lack of clear information 
surrounding the number of cases which would remain in 
Cambridge, how it would be decided which cases would be 
transferred out of Cambridge, the cost and 
appropriateness of using Cambridge County Court for 
Magistrates' Court work, and importantly, how the needs 
of the most vulnerable court users would be met. 

The Ministry of Justice's plans lacked information about 
exactly what the closure of Cambridge Magistrates' Court 
might mean for my constituents so I wrote to the Ministry 
of Justice to seek more detailed information. Sadly, the 
information received has not diminished my concerns and I 
feel the consultation has been a missed opportunity to 
explain the plans with clarity. 

These concerns were echoed at a meeting I had last month 
with our Police Crime Commissioner, Jason Ablewhite so I 
hope the Ministry will rethink their plans.

Criminals will try and make 
unusual behaviour, such as overpaying, seem like a 
genuine mistake.
